REDUCES PRICE 


Volume Too Heavy for W orld 
Market to Absorb —

CHICAGO, Sept. 27. — Pres- 
sure of Canadian wheat on the 
world’s market has proved too 
heavy to be readily absorbed, and 
the world’s price level declined 
rather sharply the past week, with 
readjustment under way between 
North American and European 
markets. On Sepfember 19 “Vinni- 


| peg December closed 21 3-8 cents 
under Liverpool and was 26 1-8 


cents under at the close of Satur- 
day, suggesting that the readjust- 
ment is going on more rapidly 
than many profess to believe. 

While the United States has con- 
siderable wheat te export in the 
aggregate, it is largely drawn from 
east of the Rockies, and winters 
and springs from west of the 
Rockies. There is more or less 
grain clearing from day to day, al- 
though the quantities do not ap- 
pear large until 
monthly aggregate. It matters - 
tle whether the United States is 
on a domestic basis or not as long 
as Canadian cash wheat, duty paid, 
ts about on a parity with that in 
the United States. 


BEARISH OUTIOOK 

One of the largest cash wheat 
handlers in the country has a de- 
cidedly bearish view on wheat. 
Whereas earlier in the season there 
was a prospect of the United 
States having only about sufficient 
wheat for domestic requirements 
latest developments suggest that it 
wili have a fair surplus. Added 
to this is the large Canadian crop, 
Russian orta, evidence of an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the win- 
ter wheat acreage, buying ond 
hand-to-mouth scale by Europe 
which will intensify the pressure

country and in Australia. 

There is a strong belief in some 
quarters that May wheat in Chi-

If Argentina and Australia 
come through with a goed crop 
this season, and both are already 
offering for forward shipment, 
there may be more competition 
in the world’s market than for 
some years, and still lower prices 
might be witnessed.

STONE ONCE PART OF 


A Brown University student, Paul 
EB. Burhoe, picked up an oddly 


shaped stone on the side hill be- 
tween Red bridge and the River 
road in Providence. He brought 
his find to the Rhode Island His- 
torleal Society, where the stone 
was identified as the fragment of 
an Indian platform pipe, says How- 
ard M. Chapin, librarian of the 
Kihode Island Historical Society, 
in the Providence Journal. 

The stone itself is a fine-grained 
dark green soapstone or steatite, 
not particularly common in Rhode 
Island, but highly prized by the 
Indians, who made pipes out of 
it. The outer part of the plat- 
form is intact im this specimen, 
and although the bowl has been 
broken off, its outline is clearly 
visible as well as the hole leading 
from the bowl through the stem 
to the mouthpiece. Part of the stem

Another platform pipe of slight- 
ly different design found in West- 
erly, and an unfinished pipestem 
found in East Providence are also 
of this sort of soapstone. The 
East Providence fragment proves 
that these pipes were made here 
even if the stone ftself came from 

distance. 

N The fragment found near Red 
Bridge was evidently washed out 
of the bank by a recent hard rain, 
and serves to emphasize that 
Rhode Island still contains many 
undiscovered Indian relics, which 
may any time be brought to light 
by heavy rains, ploughing or con- 
struction work.—[Exchange.

McGREGOR (Iowa) Sept. 27.— 
Muse ſovers from many sections 
on invitation of the historical com- 


mittee of the lowa Conservation 
Association, journeyed to Spiliville, 
lowa, to be pfesent at the dedica- 
tion of a tablet to Anton Dvorak. 
The occasion was ltowa’s first for- 
mal recognition of the honor the 
State enjoys of having inspired the 
world-loved Humoresque and 
other compositions of the re- 
nowned Bohemian composer. 
The tablet is mounted on a 
granite boulder in the secluded 
spot on the bank of Turkey River 
where the musician, while in Spill- 
ville, loved to dream and write his 
great music. Dvorak was able to 
do some of his best work in Spill 
ville, choosing to forsake recog- 
nized art centers to come to this 
Iowa village of uninspired name. 
‘The little community of 400 peo- 
plea was founded by Bohemians, 
and is still a bit of Old Bohemia 
set down among Iowa's cornfields. 
The railroad has passed it by——it is 
not easy to reach even by motor, 
yet small and isolated as it is, 
Spiliivile has enjoyed cultural life 
unique to midwest villages. Two 
professors of Yale, a college presi-

This, 


WORLD'S DEEPEST WELL PRODUCING 


E. J. Miley Turning His Athens No. 6 Into the Tank

E. J. Miles tamous Athens No. 
6 well, at Rosecrans, which prob- 
ably holds the world’s record for 
world records, is the product of 
twenty-five years of drilling ex- 
perience. Mr. Miley, who may lay 
Claim with little dispute to the 
title of champion well driller, de- 
gan his career in 1900 as a roust- 
about in the Kern county oil 
fields. It is this background of 
practical experience, plus the abil- 
ity to keep up. with modern me- 
chanical and scientific methods, 
which with the added ingredient 
of luck, enabled him to put down 
a hole deeper than man ever 
drilled before, to set a longer string 
of casing than ever wag set be- 
fore, to find an ofl sand deeper 
than it ever was found befere, and 
finally to get a producing well 
deeper than any producer was ever 
brought in before. 4 

The well itself, 7591 feet deep, 
and located in the northwest end 
of the Rosecrans field, yesterday 
was flowing at the rate of about 
300 barr®ls per day, cutting 8 per 
cent salt water, the oll testing 36.4 
deg. gravity. When the 
first began its steady flow about 
2:30 p. m., Saturday, it is said 
to have flowed at the rate of 1500 
barrels per day, this production 
being induced by a gas pressure of 
about 1600 pounds which had 
built up behind the casing. 

As the fluid continued to flow, 
the pressure went down, with a 
consequent decrease of production. 
Some fears were felt yesterday 
morning that the well might be 
dropping off altogether when the 
cut rose as high as 16 per cent 
water, but this dropped down 
again to 8 per cent. Drillers as- 
sert that owing to the unusual 
depth of the well, it will require 
several days to determine with any 
accuracy what its production, cut 
and gravity really are. 

Mr. Milev regards his Athens No. 
6 as the crowning achievement of 
hie drilling career. In the last 
twenty-five years he has put down 
approximately 160 wells, several of 
them sensational projects, among 
these being his No. 4 well at Sig- 
nal Hill, which came in three years 
ago with an initial production of 
28,000 barrels per day, the larg- 
est producer in the field. 

Mr. Miley drilled the first wells 
in the Ventura-avenue field, for 
the State Consolidated Oil Com- 
pany, which later turned its hold- 
ings over to the Associated Oil 
Company, the present operators, 
retaining a royalty interest. Miley 
also discovered the Athens area of 
Rosecrans, his Athens No. 1 being 
the first hole to get production in 
that district.

Repetition of Halcyon 
Daysof1910

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 27.— 
The present skyhigh prices for 
crude rubber and its impending 
world-wide shortage have greatly 
stimulated rubber production in 
the Amazdn Valley, which, prior 
to 1911 furnished most of the 
world’s supply. The collapse of 
the rubber market at that time 
gave Northern Brazil a blow from 
which it has never wholly re- 
covered. 

At present the Amazon supplies 
nearly & per cent of thé world’s 
rubber. It is unquestionably des- 
tined to greatly increase this per- 
centage within the next few years 
if the artificial limitations on rub- 
ber, according to the Stevenson 
restriction plan, continue to gov- 
ern rubber importations from Cey- 
lon and the Malay states. Rubber 
speculators expect a repetition of 
the halcyon days of 1910. 8

ing of Brazilian rubber on a 
sound economic basis e the lack 
of local capital and inélination 
to grow rubber on plantations as 
is done in the East.
